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DO’S 


DO  -  obey  signs!  "Do  not  enter" 

"No  fishing"  "No  swimming" 

DO  -  notify  Police  or  your  parents  if 
you  find  drums  or  containers  in 
an  isolated  area,  or  ponded 
water  or  soil  with  a  strange 
color  or  chemical  odor; 

DO  -  let  the  water  faucet  run  for  a 

minute  before  drinking  water  to 
flush  out  any  leaded  water  that 
may  be  present  in  older  homes 
with  lead  water  pipes; 

DO  -  wash  your  hands  before  you 
eat  or  before  placing  your 
fingers  in  your  mouth  after 
playing  outside  --  lawn  chemi¬ 
cals  and  poisonous  chemicals 
that  settle  out  of  air  may  be 
attached  to  the  dirt  on  your 
hands; 

DO  -  encourage  your  parents,  neigh¬ 
bors  and  teachers  to  recycle 
aluminum  cans,  glass  bottles 
and  newspapers  -  local  recy¬ 
clers  pay  cash  for  these  items 
(check  your  phone  book  for 
locations); 


DON’T  -  play  in  or  near  factories  or 
industrial  areas  —  aban¬ 
doned  or  operating; 

DON’T  -  play  near  a  pipe  discharg¬ 
ing  an  unknown  liquid; 

DON’T  -  play  near  drums  or  con¬ 
tainers  that  have  been 
discarded,  especially  if  they 
contain  liquid; 


DON’T  -  play  near  or  disturb  insula¬ 
tion  in  attics  on  pipes,  or 
near  old  buildings  being 
torn  down  —  the  insulation 
may  contain  asbestos; 

DON’T  -  play  in  agricultural  fields  - 
they  may  have  just  been 
treated  with  pesticides  or 
fertilizers; 


DON’T  -  play  near  water  or  ground 
that  has  a  chemical  odor  or 
a  strange  color; 


DON’T  -  eat  paper  or  glue  because 
neither  was  manufactured 
with  the  intention  that  it 
would  be  eaten  and  low 
levels  of  contaminants  may 
be  present; 

DON’T  -  LITTER! 
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To  the  People  of  Illinois: 

Our  most  precious  resource  in  Illinois 
is  our  children.  We  must  protect  our 
environment  to  ensure  a  future  for 
our  children.  We  must  educate  our 
children  so  that  they  can  ensure  a 
future  for  themselves.

Children  are  often  un¬ 
aware  of  many  of  the  dangers  that 
surround  them.  It  is  our  duty  to 
inform  and  educate  our  children 
about  the  many  hazards  in  the  world 
we  live,  and  to  this  end  I  have  created 
the  brochure  that  you  are  now 
holding. 

This  brochure  offers  a  few  tips  on 
how  your  children  can  avoid  acciden¬ 
tal  exposures  to  environmental 
hazards.
